Geneva, Yesterday. 

A tense atmosphere characterised the crowded 
Council meeting to-day, the public following with 
the utmost interest the Yen-Sato duel. 

Dr. Yen’s statement of the action of Japanese 
military authorities in Shanghai produced a deep 


impression on the Council and public. 
Baron Sato, speaking for an hour, delivered 


the longest speech yet recorded in the history of 


the Council. 


The text of the resolution adopted 
by the Council reads thus: g 

“The Council, firstly considering the 
request submitted by the representative 
of China under provision of paragraph 
nine of Article XV of the Covenant to the 
effect’ that the Sino-Japanese dispute 
should be referred to the Assembly, has 
decided that the same dispute is referred 
‘to the Assembly in accordance with Article, A 
XV, paragraph nine, of the Covenant. ~ 

“Secondly, considering that delega- 
tions from almost every member of the 
League. are now present in Geneva, in 
order to participate in the Conference for 


the limitation and 


reduction of arma- 


ments, thereby enabling the Assembly to 
meet at short notice, the Council decides 
that a meeting of the Assembly be held on 


March 3. 


“Thirdly, noting the measures already 
instituted to obtain information necessary 
for the consideration of the dispute, the 
Council requests parties to the dispute to 
use all diligence in communicating to the 
Secretary-General for the use of the As- 
sembly statements of their case with all re- 
lative facts and papers, as provided under 
Article XV, paragraph two, 

“The duty of the Council to continue to 
. work for a maintenance of peace, in ac- 
cordance with the Covenant, remains un- 


affected by the present decision.” 


The Council Meeting. 

M. Paul Boncour, opening the 
Council, ‘said, that they had met 
to discuss the Chinese delegate's 
request for a special meeting of 
the Assembly. The Chinese de- 
legate, having asked to. explain 
his grave concern at news from 
Shanghai, the speaker’ suggested 
that they should first let him ad- 
dress the meeting. .

The history of the port of the 
Tyne may be said to have begun 
almost exactly eighty years ago, for 
it was in 1852 that powers were 
obtnined by the then newly con- 
stituted Tyne Improvement Com- 
mission to build two piers at Tyne- 
mouth and South Shields on the 
north and south banks, respectively, 
and thus to afford protection for the

using the river as a harbour. Sub- 
sequently the river was widened, 
deepened and straightened for a 
distance of 14 miles from its mouth, 
and wet docks, two belonging to the 
Commission itself and one to the 
former North Eastern Railway 
Company, were constructed and 
equipped, especially for the handling 
coal and grain. In addition, 
there are, of course, a number of 
municipally and privately owned 
quays, yards and wharves, the re- 
sult being that the Tyne ia one of 
the leading ports In the country, in 
addition to being renowned as.a 
jshipbuilding centre. 

To secure and maintain this posi- 
tion, a great deal of engineering 


tinues to be, neceasary. This state- 
ment inay be illustrated by directing 
attention to three improvements, 
which have been, or will soon be, 
completed ‘under the direction of 
Mr. R. F. Hindmarsh, M.Inst.C.E., 
the chief engineer of the Tyne Im- 
provement Commission. The first is 
on the north pier at Tynemouth, 
which, a3 already mentioned, was 
one of the earliest of the works to 
be undertaken in the port. The 
inner half of this pier rests on a 
rubble mound, which was. deposited 
on the sea bed... In order to protect 
this foundation, an apron, consist- 
ing originally of a single row of 
blocks waighing 80. to 40 tons, was 
laid close along the toe of the pier 
on the sea side, a second row being 
added during the re-construction of: 
the outer half, which was necessitat- 
ed by a breach in 1897-98, A third 
row of apron blocks has_ recently 
been added. 

The two ‘wet docks, which, as 
mentioned above, belong to the Tyne 
Improvement Commission, are both 
on the left bank of the river, one, 
the Albert Edward Dock, covering 
22.5 acres and being situated close 
to the mouth. The loading and un- 
loading facilities at this dock have 
ee been increased by the erec- 

n of a group of high-speed, semi- 
ort level luffing cranes. 

The semi-portal type was selected 
as, after full consideration, it was 
found that cranes of this pattern 
could be erected with a mininjum of 
disturbance to the numerous exist- 
ing railway tracks and at the same

This simple rack is made from 
odd pieces of wood and some 
three-eighths-inch dowel rod. The 
wood should be three-cighths of 
an inch thick, the piece for the 
back meastiring twelve inches in 
length and seven inches in width. 
After planing this piece on both

sides and edges, mark out the 
simple curved shape at top and 
‘bottom, and cut out with a pad. 
saw. Finish the edges smooth 
with a. chisel, and make a half 
inch hole one inch from the top 
of the board on the centre line. 
For one curved side of the 
sponge rack, saw a piece of wood 
to the Hizes given in Diagram BR. 
Now take your compaxses and, 
from a point C, mark part of -a 


circle with a radius of four and 
three-quarter inches. Another 
circle, with the same centre and 
having a radius of four 
three-eighths inches, will give 
the line on which the holes for 
‘the dowel rods are to be bored, 
Mark out the top part with half 
inch squares and then draw the 
curve as shown. After carefully 
cutting out thé shape with a 
pad-saw, smooth the edges with 
a chisel and glasspaper. Now 
lay the finished side on another 
piece of wood, mark with a pen- 
cil, cut to shape and finish in 
the same way. 

The holes for the rods, which 
wre spaced seven-eighths of an 
inch apart, are’ made with a 
three-eighths inch centre-bit. 
The rods are six and a half inches 
long, and should be well glass. 
papered before being fitted in 


place, 

Cut the two curved side pieces 
for the soap receptacle to the 
shape’ and sizes given in dia- 


{gram D. The tray E, which is 


five inches long and three and a 
quarter inches wide, must be 
bored with a number of quarter- 
inch holes: to allow the water to 
drain, Nail this tray: between 
the two side pieces, and then fix 
the front strip F, which is three- 
quarters of an inch deep and a 
quarter of an inch thick. Screw 
the two sides to the back-board, 
and fix the sponge-holder in the 
same way. 

Rub the finished rack with 
ylass-paper and give it a coating 
of priming. When this is dry, 
apply two coats of white enamel.
